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Oil, Gas Firms 
Pressured By 
U.S. Agencies 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - As 
Congress debates new laws to 
deal with A m erica’s energy 
problems, two separate execu­ 
tiv e 
a g e n c ie s 
a r e 
putting 
pressure on US. oil and gas 
companies. 
One issue on Capitol Hill is 
whether 
to 
rem ove 
federal 
price regulations from natural 
gas. Oil companies say the 
price is so low they cannot 
search for new wells. 
On Friday, Interior Secretary 
Cecil Andrus laid down the law 
to Texaco, saying in a letter to 
chairm an Maurice Granville: 
“I order you to submit a plan 
by Dec. 1, 1977, to diligently 
drill and produce additional 
wells in the Tiger Shoal field. 
This* plan shall 
provide for 
s i g n i f i c a n t l y 
i n c r e a s i n g 
production in the short run.” 
Andrus said gas from Tiger 
Shoal, about 125 miles south­ 
west of New Orleans, was 445 
million cubic feet per day last 
y ear and could be increased by 
129 million cubic feet a day. 
“We conclude that continuing 
your present production pro­ 
g ram ... would not constitute 
proper and timely development 
in 
a c c o r d a n c e 
w ith 
good 
operating practices,” he wrote. 
M ean w h ile, the S e c u ritie s 
a n d E x c h a n g e C o m m issio n 
moved 
to allay 
A m ericans’ 
fears that US. oil and gas 
companies were manipulating 
in fo rm a tio n 
ab o u t 
e n e rg y 
reserves, providing them with 
conflictin g an d in co m p lete 
information. 
The SEC issued rules Friday 
requiring gas and oil com ­ 
panies to disclose the present 
value of future net revenues 
from estim ated production of 
proved oil and gas reserves 
Companies now disclose only 
the e s tim a te d q u a n tité s of 
proved reserves, the SEC said.

Ohio Hoist 
Decision 
Is Reversed 


The Seventh District Court of 
Appeals in Youngstown 
has 
reversed 
a 
Southwest 
Area 
County Court decision in Lisbon 
which found guilty the Ohio 
Hoist Co. of Lisbon on two 
counts regarding income taxes 
Presiding Judges Joseph E. 
O’Neil and Joseph 
Donofrio 
agreed to reverse 
the con­ 
viction on the two tax counts, 
but the third judge, John J 
Lynch, agreed only to part of 
the Appeals Court decision. 
The Village of Lisbon had 
charged the Ohio Hoist Co., the 
president of which is J. W. 
Dickey, with failing to file an 
income tax return for the last 
q uarter of 1974 and with failing 
to w ith ho ld v illag e incom e 
taxes from its employes. 
The two charges were tried 
without a jury and the company 
was found guilty and fined $500 
on each count. 
In appealing the decision, 
Ohio Hoist 
Co. 
raised 
four 
assignm ents of error in the 
tria l: the convicting court was 
prejudiced because it failed to 
m ake a ruling relative to a 
motion to dism iss; the charges 
were filed by a person other 
than an authorized agent of the 
village; the constitutionality of 
the ordinances on which the 
firm was convicted; and the 
village failed to provide proof 
beyond a reasonable doubt the 
firm was in violation of the 
ordinances. 
The Appeals Court found no 
merit in the first three appeal 
a 


uestions. It m ade the reversal 
ecision based on the fourth 
question. 
In the court’s decision, Judge 
O ’Neil wrote, “There was no

several newspapers received 
telephone calls Friday 
pur­ 
porting to be from the kid­ 
napers. 
“We are 
the 
Red 
Army 
Faction. We have Caransa. You 
will hear from us,” said one 
person who spoke in German to 
the newspaper Het Parool. The 
B aader-M einhof gang calls 
itself the Red Army Faction. 
Another demanded the abdi­ 
cation of Queen Juliana and 
freedom for a Red Army 
member in a Dutch jail. He said 
he was a 
member of the 
“October 18 Command.” That 
was the day three Red Army 
members were found dead in 
West German prison cells. 
The editor at the newspaper 
De Telegraaf who took that call 
said it appeared to be a hoax. 
Police said neither they nor 
Caransa’s wife had heard from 
the kidnapers and the case was 
a criminal m atter being han­ 
dled by Amsterdam police. The 
justice ministry handles politi­ 
cal abductions. 
Caransa, who built a real 
estate empire from the sale of a 
house he had bought for $250, 
now owns hundreds of proper­

Dozen Ships 
Bid To Stop 
Big Oil Spill 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) 
— A dozen specially equipped 
ships battled rough seas today 
to stop what may be the Baltic 
Sea’s worst oil spill, caused by 
a Soviet tanker that ripped its 
belly open on a m ischarted 
shallows. 
The Sw edish pum p ship 
Othello worked through the 
night to syphon off whatever oil 
was left in the holds of the 
19,000-ton tanker Tsesis as a 
dozen Coast Guard vessels tried 
to suck up the 1,600 tons of oil 
already spilled. 
High 
w aves 
and 
winds 
hampered the drive to clean up 
the spill, 
which 
o ccurred 
Wednesday when the Tsesis ran 
aground 
30 miles 
south of 
Stockhold in 27 feet of water, 
though the area was charted as 
being 32 feet deep. 
Prof. Bengt-Owe Jansson, 
director of the University of 
Stockholm's m arine research 
laboratory, which has a station 
in the affected area, said it was 
the worst oil spill ever in the 
Baltic Sea. 
Jansson said the clean-up 
could take all winter and one 
coast 
guardsman said 
they 
would be lucky to recover half 
the oil spilled. 
Jansson warned the worst 
effect would be on sea birds — 
which use isolated islands in the 
area as waystops 
on 
their 
migrations — because the oil 
would clog 
th eir feath ers 
making them unable to fly.

Congress to guarantee $250 m illio n in loans to the 
near-bankrupt Lockheed A irc ra ft Corp? 
The deal was p ro m p tly labeled a bail-out and 
even m any business leaders opposed it, fe a rin g it 
would set a “ dangerous precedent.” The debate 
continued hot ana heavy fo r three m onths, u n til 
the 
b ill 
squeaked 
through 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives by three votes and through the 
Senate, a fte r a long filib u s te r against it, by ju st 
one 
There sim ply was too much at stake to ris k 
letting one of the na tion’s m a jo r m a nufa cture rs 
of m ilita ry and c iv ilia n a irc ra ft (am ong other 
products) go under, ta kin g tens of thousands of 
employes w ith it. 
Fortunately 
fo r 
Lockheed, 
the 
series 
of 
scandals in vo lvin g payoffs to foreign o fficia ls did 
not surface u n til several years la te r; otherw ise, 
its corporate goose w ould have been cooked 
The Dooks have now been closed. Lockheed 
and 
the 
g o v e rn m e n t's 
E m e rg e n c y 
L o an 
Guarantee B oard have now agreed to te rm in a te 
fh** loan because of the com pany’s im proved 


fina ncial position. 
The best part of this news is that not only did 
the board not have to advance a single nickle 
under the guarantee d u rin g the past six years, it 
earned $31 m illio n in fees from Lockheed’s 
bankers 


It did not look like a good policy then, and it 
does not now, fo r the governm ent to get in the 
habit of rescuing p riva te com panies fro m the 
consequences of th e ir own m ism anagem ent or 
the perils of the m arketplace But obviously, the 
governm ent hasn’t, and the Lockheed loan 
guarantee re a lly was the special case the Nixon 
ad m in istra tio n said it was.

returned uascathed fro m exile 
to tour as college lecturers. 


T H E R E IS a rising tide of

NEW YO RK — I encountered 
tw o 
aw esom e 
phenom ena 
during a visit to a sick frie n d in 
a hospital ju s t a few streets 
south of Colum bia U n ive rsity: 
on the corner was a watch- 
tower. In it were arm ed guards 
constantly scanning and sur­ 
rounding 
streets. 
And 
once 
safely in m y frie n d ’s priva te 
hospital room I learned tha t its 
cost was $269 a day. Just fo r the 
room alone Not the aspirins, 
even 
And I was told that by tod ay’s 
standard rates, 
this 
priva te 
room was a bargain Why not a 
sem i-private'’ W ell, 
the cost 
runs to $200 a day there — and 
fa r 
m o re 
e lse w h e re 
And 
special care was needed. 
Later, a s w ift check of other 
medical centers disclosed m y 
frie nd's room tru ly was a b a r­ 
gain. A t S loan-Kettering M e­ 
m o rial Hospital, 
the priva te 
room rate is $347 d a ily 
A t 
Roosevelt it is $325 a day. In 
New York Hospital it ’s $320 
There are also bargains 
at 
Lenox H ill Hospital at $295 each 
24 hours and at Mount Sinai. 
$280 


YOU MIGHT think that the 
pro le ta ria t could fare be tter in 
the m unicipal hospitals com ­ 
pared w ith the voluntary (civic 
and religious ) institutions I just 
surveyed Not re a lly. The cost 
in the m unicipal hospitals' co r­ 
poration installations runs to 
$264 a day. 
Of course I d id n 't cover a ll 
the voluntary hospitals. But I 
was told by a m edical ad m inis­ 
tra tio n s p e c ia lis t 
th a t 
the 
E 
rivate rooms now are m oving 
riskly up tow ard $400 a day — 
and the 
“ se m i-p riva te " and 
even 
some 
of 
the 
m odern 
“ w ard s" are w ell past 
$200 
daily. 
D igging fu rth e r, I note that a 
Council on W age-Price S ta b ility 
report to the President reveals 
that hospital costs have risen 
over 1,000 per cent since 1950. 
But one chap in the Paper 
Handlers Union wraps it up 
more colo rfu lly than statistics 
can: 
“ F ive days in a com m unity 
hospital today,” he says, “ costs 
about the same as two weeks in 


a lu xu ry hotel in H aw aii, in ­ 
cluding m eals and round trip 
a ir fa re fro m the West Coast. 
" In 1950, ju st 27 years ago, it 
cost an average $15.62 per day 
fo r a sem i-private room 
in ­ 
cluding X-rays, drugs, therapy 
and other hospital services but 
excluding doctors’ fees. Today 
the a v e ra g e h o s p ita l room 
including the sam e services, is 
$244 88 per d a y.” 
TH E P O IN T m ade by the 
union a ctu a lly is tha t m any pa­ 
tients don’t pay th e ir en tire b ill 
But the insurance companies 
do. M edicaid and M edicare, 
w hich are ripped off hundreds 
of m illions of dollars ye a rly, do. 
This means — you, the ta x­ 
payer 
F u rth e r, a spokesman fo r the 
United 
Auto 
W orkers 
com ­ 
plains that the high cost of 
m edical care is s tirrin g labor- 
m anagem ent co n flict F o r the 
firs t tim e in m any years, he 
says, “ health care costs are an 
im p o rta n t 
fa c to r 
in 
la b o r 
s trife .” 
He charges corporate efforts 
to contain health and w elfare 
and m edical 
coverage costs 
w ith the re sponsib ility fo r union 
unrest 
such 
as 
the 
recent 
m iners' ille g a l mass walk-out 
and last fa ll's four-week auto 
union strik e at the F ord M otor 
Co. 
W ell, there are those who say 
that in m any hospitals today 
p ro d u ctivity and service are 
low er than a cra n e ’s gullet. And 
wages a re higher than the a ve r­ 
age A m erica n w o rk e r’s income 
and constitute 50 per cent or 
m ore of the cost of running 
volu n ta ry hospitals such as St. 
Lu ke’s, St. C la re ’s, C olum bia 
P resbyterian and M ount Sinai. 
And these wages have just 
begun to m ount. In this c ity , 
there is, fo r exam ple, a m ilita n t 
union chief, Leon D avis, who 
heads the N ation al Union of 
H ospital and H ealth Care E m ­ 
ployees A FL-C IO — otherw ise 
known as D is tric t 1199. It sets 
the national pace fo r hospital 
pay and frin g e increases 
HE B U IL T UP this organiza­ 
tion of som e 50,000 m em bers 
fro m a sm a ll drug clerks union. 
He has d e live re d to his people 
by s trik in g hospitals, clinics 


and other m edical institutions. 
Some of his mass picket lines 
have been an urban version of 
com m and os. T h e y 'v e seized 
hospital a d m in istra to rs' execu­ 
tive offices. T h ey’ve stopped 
deliveries of food, m edical sup­ 
plies 
and 
even 
oxygen 
fo r 
aw hile. 
D uring 
past 
strikes 
whole wards and wings have 
been e m p tie d and p a tie n ts 
rem oved so they could De cared 
fo r elsewhere 
F o r months now he has been 
urging his follow ers to put aside 
$10 a week fo r “ em ergency" 
use du ring the contract renewal 
period next year His slogan is, 
“ W e've got a date in ’78 ” 
Davis tells his people they 
m ust be ready to do w hatever it 
takes fo r as long as it takes to 
w in much-needed contract im ­ 
provem ents in the hospitals in 
1978. Davis always knows what 
his own constituency wants. He 
w ill de live r to them It w ill be 
noisy. He also knows that v ir ­ 
tu a lly every one of the 57 volun­ 
ta ry hospitals in New Y ork is 
losing monev. H eavily. 


FU R T H E R , he has launched 
a d rive t-* unionize Registered 
Nurses (R N s). There are some 
200,000 of them in the A m erican 
Nurses Association w hich he is 
ra id ing. He tells potential RN 
re cruits that they can count on 
the so lid a rity of his other union 
m em bers in the hospital — 
te c h n ic ia n s , s e rv ic e people, 
professionals. 
There was a two-day s trike at 
Brookdale M edical Center here 
recently It was run by D avis’s 
union The RNs won. D avis said 
that 
no doubt

would have been shut down if it 
had not settled in two days. The 
D is tric t 1199 members would 
have observed the picket line 
So D avis is doing his thing 
Soon there w ill be a d rive for

all positions of strength any­ 
where outside our borders we 
are g u ilty of im p e ria lism and 
aggression.

This is 
the unreckonable cost of what 
we don’t get. 
W eidenbaum is d ire cto r of 
the C enter fo r the Study of 
A m e ric a n 
B usiness 
at 
W ashington U n ive rsity in St. 
Louis. In a perceptive speech 
the other day to the Chem ical 
Forum , here in W ashington, he 
said some things about federal 
regulation that sorely need to 
be said. 
One of these things is that 
federal regulation isn ’t a ll bad. 
As W eidenbaum pointed out, 
some im po rtan t and positive 
benefits 
have resulted

1947, 
Lobaugh 
pleaded 
guilty to murder charges in 
connection with the killings of 
three 
F o rt 
W ayne, 
Ind., 
women. He was sentenced to 
die in 
the 
prison’s 
electric 
chair, but the execution was 
delayed. Within the next two 
years, two other men were 
convicted of the crimes. 
Fo rm e r 
Gov. 
H enry 
S ch rick er 
ordered 
an 
in ­ 
vestigation and a report in 1951 
showed Lobaugh to be a drug 
abuser and sexual deviate, but 
innocent of murder. 
The governor commuted the 
death penalty to a life term for 
Lobaugh, 
who 
w as 
being 
treated in the Norman Beatty 
M em orial H ospital for the 
crim inally insane. 
Logaugh returned to the 
prison and stayed, suffering 
from periodic depression when 
the parole board consistently 
turned down his appeals to be 
released. 
This year his case finally 
came to the attention of Gov. 
Otis Bowen, who ordered a new 
investigation 
that 
concluded 
Lobaugh could be released. He 
was assigned to a work release 
center at South Bend. 
Decision 
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evidence presented in the lower 
court that the defendant, during 
the required reporting period, 
accrued any net profits from 
work done or services per­ 
formed in the Village of Lisbon, 
Ohio.” 
On the second charge, the 
decision was made that there 
was no evidence the firm had in 
its employ anyone subject to 
Lisbon's income tax. 
In

statement, 
Ju d g e 
Lynch 
said 
he un­ 
derstood the village ordinances 
to mean “ that a taxpayer who 
is engaged in business would 
have to file a return whether or 
not they made any net profits.”
